Two cases were arraigned before

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Destroy the Noxious Weeds. 


An agricultural institute meet- 
ing was held in Heric’s Hall on 
Tuesday evening of this week, 
Prof. Fletcher, Dominion entomol- 
ogist and botanist, and Angus Mc- 
Kay, superintendent of the Indian 
ead experimental farm, delivered 
practical addresses, which were 
much appreciated by the fair audi- 
ence present. Mr. McKay deliver: 
ed tho first address on “Weeds and 
methods of working the land.” He 
strongly favored summer-following 
early in the summer to keep the 
moisture in the land, and to kill 
weeds. He fayored deop plough- 
ing for dry lands. Cultivate the 
land three or four times after 
plovghing to keep the weeds from 
verminating. When land is rich, 
raise a green crop on it. ile strong- 
ly urged using the weeder, The 
rains were nota great evil in Al- 
berta this year, considering the 
time they came, as they helped to 
pulverize the soil. He also stated 
that Alberta outs were of a better 
quality than those grown itt Assin- 
iboia. Mr.McKay favored shallow 
ploughitig for weeds whose roots 
were near the surface, and deep 
ploughing for those plants having 
deeper roots, 

Prof, Fletcher was well received 
when he arose to give his address 
on Weeds, He said that weeds 
spread principally from careless. 
ness. The wind, birds and animals 
also helped to sow them over the 
land. A weed like the Blue Fur 
fastened itself to one’s clothes, and 
Falae Flax, on account of its mue- 
ilage, was easily carried, Stink 
weed is the great enenty to the 
farmers, Many farmers in Mani- 
toba had to move west on account 
of it: To get rid of Sweet Grass 
he would plow shallow and for 
Quack or Gouch Grass he would 
plow deep, After plowing, white 
“lover was good to sow on the land 
as it grew thick and helped to 
choke the weeds. On aécount of 
the nature of Wild Mustard he 
would turn the harrow upsidé down, 
Brome Grass should teceive more 
attention, as sced could be sold at 
a good price, The Skunk-tail 
grass had a seed which worked in 
the teeth of cattle and caused 
lump jaw. It should be mowed 
down, dried and then burned; To 
get rid of False Flax, plow early in 
Juhe, then cultivate several times.

HOW TO BRING SLEEP. 


A Novel Scheme For Wooing Na- 
ture’s Sweet Hestorer. 


To get n good night’s sleep, says a col- 
lege president, assume an easy position, 
with the hands resting over the abdomen, 
Take a long, slow but easy and natural 
breath in such a way as gradually and 
gently to lift the hands outward by the 
action of the abdomen. At the same time 
slowly and gradually open the eyes so 
that at the end of the inspiration they are 
wide open and directed upward. Let the 
breath out easily and naturally, letting 
the hands fall inward as the outward 
pressure of the abdomen is withdrawn. 
At the same time let the eyes drop and 
the eyelids naturally fall of their own 
weight, so that they are. closed at the end 
of the expiration. Do all this quietly and 
naturally. Do not make too hard work 
of it. 

Repeat the inspiration and expiration, 
with opening and lifting, dropping and 
closing of the eyes, ten times, Then take 
ten breaths in the same way, allowing the 
eyes. to remain closed. Alternate ten 
breaths with opening and closing of the 
eyes and breaths with closed eyes. When 
the eyelids begin to feel heavy and you 
feel tired and sleepy, as you will very 
soon, go through the motions more and 
more easily and lazily until you merely 
will the motions without making any ef- 


fort, ov hardly any effort, to execute 
them, At this stage, or more likely in 


oue of the intervals of breathing without 
any motion of the eyes, you will fall 
asleep. 

Nervous persons will have some diffi- 
culty at first in the gradual opening and 
closing of the eyes. They will tend to fly 
open and then snap together. But, as 
putting salt on a doye’s tail is a sure rule 
for catching the dove, so this gradual and 
easy opening and closing of the eyes in 
rhythm, with quiet, natural breathing, 
when once secured, is almost equivalent 
to dropping off to sleep. This rule in- 
duces the respiration that is characteris- 
tic of normal sleep, I+ tires the set of 
muscles the tiring of which is one of the 
favorite devices for producing hypnosis, 
It produces and calls attention to certain 
sensations in the eyes and eyelids which 
fre the normal precursors of sleep. Final- 
ly, persons who have had difficulty in go- 
ing to sleep and staying asleep, report 
that this method puts them to sleep, and 
puts them back again when they wake up 
too soon.—Outlook.

Why Beauty Fades — 
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WHAT FISH EAT. 


Most Denizens of the Deep Live on 
Animal Substances, 


There are many thousand species of 
fishes, and naturally there is a great di- 
versity in their food. Nevertheless, it is 
possible to divide it into seven distinct 
classes. Now, all the animal life rests on 
a foundation of vegetables, Plants store 
up the vital forces in the air and sun- 
shine and pass them on to the great army 
of vegetarians, who in their turn yield 
them up to the animals which liye on 
flesh, One or two additional steps may 
sometimes -be interposed, but the result is 
the same. A caterpillar eats a cabbage, 
an ishneumon fly quarters her brood on 
the caterpillar, an insect eating bird 
snaps up the fly, and a bird of prey 
pounces upon the fly catcher and finishes 
the story. ‘The inevitable order is plant, 
vegetarian, flesh eater. 

The vast majority of fishes feéd on fishes 
or other animals found in the sea. Prob- 
ably, however, the vegetarians are more 
numerous than are generally supposed. 
For instance, all the textbooks declare 
that a gray mutiet feeds on the living 
matter obtained by straining sand “r 
mud in its mouth, which doubtless is true, 
but they ought to explain that owing to 
the peculiar construction of its throat 


larger bodies are prevented from passing 
into the stomach, which is not true. 


No 
amount of letterpress will persuade a 
Land's End fisherman that a gray mullet 
cannot or does not cat seaweed. He is 
convineed from a lifelong observation of 
its habits that it does, and the fact that 
the fish’s stomach is often found full of 
seaweed proves that the fisherman is 
right. Fishes which undoubtedly catch 
and swallow living prey are wont on oc- 
casion to treat themselves to a dish of 
vegetables. T assisted at the post mortem 
examination of a bream which contained, 
in addition to a crab, large helpings of 
two kinds of seaweed in different stages 
of digestion, , 

But doubtless it is a fact that fishes 
live for the most part on animal diet, and 
it is obvious that this must consist large- 
ly of some other class than their own. If 
fishes ate fishes only, the race would soon 
become extinct. Fortunately the sea is 
full of life, and for those which cannot or 
will not eat seaweed there are worms in- 
numerable, jellyfishes, starfishes and 
sea urchins, the great host living in shells, 
from the oyster to the periwinkle and the 
limpet, crabs and all other kindred, and 
lastly other fishes. The appetite must be * 
capricious indeed which cannot find some- 
thing to tempt it among all thig vast ar- 
tay. 


GREAT FIRES IN HISTORY. 


Two Record Brenking Ones Which 
Occurred In the United States, 
The old world’s most calamitous fire 
was that which took place in London in 
1666, which destroyed 14,000 bnildings, 
laid 400 streets waste and rendered 200,- 


000 persons homelegs, the loss of life be- 


ing 1,000 and that of property $40,000,- 
000. Moscow's conflagration in 1812 


evoked from Bonaparte, when he woke 


up and got his first glimpse of its begin- 


ning, “This is what these barbarians call 


war.” It consumed 8,000 of the city’s 
10,000 buildings, compelling 20,000 of the 


city’s inhabitants to sleep on the ground, 


ee lives and eet of 
property and fraa “politi ces” 
which affected the history of Burope. It 
brought Bonaparte’s Russian campaign 
to disaster, caused a retreat in the dead 
of winter in which the lives of 150,000 of 
his soldiers were lost, broke the spell of 
his invincibility and incited the new com- 
binations against him which eventually 
resulted in his overthrow. 

New York had a fire in 1885 which de- 
stroyed $20,000,000 of property and one 
in 1888 which inflicted a loss of $10,000,- 
000, and this was followed by one in 1845 
in which $8,000,000 of property went up 
in smoke. Vitteburg had a $6,000,000 
fire in 1845, followed by one in Albany, 
which inflicted a damage of $3,000,000, in 
1848, and by one in St. Louis which de- 
stroyed $5,000,000 of property in 1849, 
San Francisco had two fires six weeks 
apart-m 1851, inflicting a loss of $4,000,- 
000 in the first and of $3,000,000 in the 
second, The Fourth of July celebration 
in 1866 caused, in Portland, Me., the 
most destructive fire ever known on the 
American continent along to that time, 
except New York’s in 1835, Portland’s 
loss being $15,000,600, like Jacksonville’s, 

The two most calamitous fires ever 
known anywhere in the world oceurred in 
the United States within 18 months of 
each other. In the first of these in Chi- 
cago, on Oct. 8 and 9, 1871, the property 
loss was $200,000,000, and in the second, 
in Boston, on Noy. 9, 1872, $80,000,000 
of property was consumed. In Chicago 
199,000 persons were left without homes 
and 200 were killed, Chicago's heads 
the list of the world's destructive confla- 
grations, but, as she had over 800,000 
population, in 1871, the loss in Jackson- 
ville in 1901, with 28,000 population, is 
proportionately not very far below that 
of the metrovolis on Lake Michigan.
